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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' arguments, filed August 30, 2006, have been fully considered and 
they are deemed to be persuasive. However, upon further consideration, the following 
rejections are newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied 
to the instant application. 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-5, 8-11, 13-21, 46-48, and 51 are under examination. 
Claims 22-45, 49 and 50 are withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 and 46 are objected to because of the following informalities: the last 
step of claims 1 and 46 are missing an "an" after the word "obtaining". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-5, 8-11, 13-21, 46-48, and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Instant claims 1 and 46 have been amended to include the limitation of "a weight 
which reduces as a distance from the center of the partial base sequence to a node 
increases" (second to last step). It is unclear what this limitation means. One 
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interpretation is that the weight is determined to be a distance which is reduced (i.e. "a 
weight reduces as a distance"). Another interpretation is that the weight reduces in 
response to the increase of distance between the center of the partial base sequence to 
a node (e.g. the weight is inversely proportional to the distance). Clarification via 
clearer claim language is requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

6. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

7. Claim 47 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The instant claim is drawn to a program. According to the MPEP §2106.01, 
computer programs are neither computer components nor statutory processes, since 
they are not acts being performed. Thus claims drawn to the program are non-statutory 
perse.
